Something to please every palate and interest 
could be found in food, beverage and craft booths 
and waterfront displays that brought 12,000 peo- 
ple Saturday and 4,000 Sunday to a warehouse at 
the Port of Astoria’s Pier 3.

' protruding from a pocket, a bottle of wine under 
an arm and a wine glass in hand. 

“This is great. What a nifty idea,” said a 
visiting Vancouver, Wash., resident who arrived 
on one of the tour buses that helped contribute to 
the crowd Saturday. 

Those unfamiliar with the various fish species 
they were about to swallow took time to peer at a 
display of iced whole fish offered by Pacific 
Shrimp Inc. of Warrenton. 

Music wafted through the rafters from the end 
of the warehouse devoted to the beer garden and 
crab feed as the crowd-pleasing A Touch of Blue 
jazz ensemble from McChord Air Force Base in 
Tacoma, Wash., and several smaller musical 
groups entertained throughout the weekend. Im- 
promptu dancing occasionally broke out in the 
less-crowded sections and the Air Force band’s 
soloist, Sgt. Carlton Williams, appeared to have 
garnered a coastal fan club.
